MR. ARTHUR FEER, President, Texas Society of Architects, submitted a
Resolution adopted by the Central Texas Chapber of the American Institute of
Architects endorsing the Urban Renewnl Program and pledging its continuing
interest and assistance in the eliminstion and prevention of slums and hlight
through an Urban Renewal Program. With Mr. Fehr were MR. PHILLIP CREER,
Director of the Scheool of Architecture at the University of Texas; MR. WILLIAM
SAUNDERS, and MR, DOYLE BALDRIDGE, Architects. Mr. Baldridge stated he did not
see how any thinking person could not vote for this Urban Renewal program. Mr.
Sgunders stated he believed that everyone understanding the program will lend
his support. The Mayor thanked the group for submitting the Resolutiom.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT gpace for the uses hereinabove enumerabted be granted 4o said
E. W. Bemmett, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the southwest corner of the above described
property; thence in & westerly direction and at right angles
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t0 the center line of University Avenue to a point L4 feet
west of the east curb line; thence in a northerly direction
and parallel with the center line of University Avenue 140
feet to a point; thence in an eagterly direction and at right
angles to the center line of Univergity Avenue to the north-
west corner of the above described property.

2. THAT the sbove privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
saild E. W. Bennett, hereinafter termed "Contractor”, upon the following express
terms and conditions:

(1) That the Contractor shall comstruct s L-foot walkway within the
outer boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway to bve
protected on each side by & guard rail at least 4 feet high and substantially
braced and anchored, and without wood strips of obstructions of any kind along th
pavement within the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of the City Officials
it becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor within the walkway,
‘the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector immediately place
such a wood floor snd substantially support same to prevent sagging under load.

(2) Thet the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working spsce a
substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use, and
at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a person at
this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This gate is
not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working
space.

(%) fThat "No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades.

(5) Thet the Contractor is permitted to construct s temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided such work office is not
within 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storn water.

(8) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any walk-
way, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness and
provide lighting systems for all tunnels,

(9) That the Contractor shall remove gll fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructlions shall be removed not
later than January 1, 1960.
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(10) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers of safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not be
exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time with its
public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed or
injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of the
construction work for said building projects, whether dome by the Contractor,
City Forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the Contrac-
tors expense.

(13) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) which shall protect, indemnify and
hold harmless the City of Austin from any cleims or damages to any person oOr
property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the exercise
or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of Austin and shall
guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all other public propert}
and public utilities disturbed or removed during the construction work and shall
further guarantee the construction of a walkway and other safeguards during the
occupancy of the space.

MR. V. A. GORDON, Vice President, Missourli Pacific Railroad Company,
and other officials appeared before the Council regarding the Missouri Pacific
Boulevard right-of-way negotiations, the relocating of the telephone pole system,
grade separations and otber details to be worked out in their deeding the right-
of-way. The Mayor stated that formal negotiations would start about the middle
of January; and in the meantime the City Manager would formulate a letter to be

approved in answer to Mr. Gordon's letter dated September 26, 1959, MR, GORDON
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stated that as soon as The answer was received, he would handle the matter
then through his President and Board of Directors.

MR. JIM CROW appeared before the Council expressing opposition to two
pending projects--(1) the sale of the Hancock tract, and (2) Urban Renewal as
proposed in the. coming election.
